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WAITE CONFESSES 
PROCURING POISON 
FOR PATHERINLAW 


Tells District Attorney He “Aided 
Peck in Suicide,” and. Ex- 
pects to Die for: It. 


TO BE INDICTED ON MONDAY 


Admits Tale.Is Unbelievable and 
Offers $1,000 to Maid to Say 
Victim Wanted to Die. 


NOW PRISONER IN BELLEVUE 


Mother Breaks Down Upon Arrival 
Here—Wife Turns Against Him 
—Plaza Companion Found.

Dr. Arthur Warren Waite confessed 
yesterday afternoon to District Attorney 
Swann that he had bought arsenic three 
days before the death of his‘ father-in- 
law, John E. Peck, millionaire drug 
manufacturer of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
on March 12 last, in Dr. Waite’s apart- 


-|ment at the Colosseum, 435 ' Riverside 


Drive, Mr. Peck requested him to get 
the poison, Dr. Waite said, so that he 
could commit suicide. 

The young dentist swore that he had 
not murdered his father-in-law, but ad- 


mitted that he had no corroboration 
for his story, and told the District At- 
torney, that he expected to go to the 
electric chair. Mr. Swann does not be- 
lieve the story, and will proceed with 
the Grand Jury investigation, which he 
expects to result on Monday in an in- 
dictment against Dr. Waite for murder 
in the first degree. Desire for Mr. Peck’s 
money will be the motive alleged. 

Dr. Waite made his conféssion only 
after he had been confronted with his 
own signature signed on a druggist's 
receipt for the arsenic which he pur- 
chased on March 9. _ Before he had seen 
this evidence he had denied any know!l- 
edge of Mr. Peck’s death, swore that 
he had purchased no poison of any kind, 
and called all suspicion of him. “ ab- 
surd.”” When Mr. Swann showed him 
the receipt, repeated the name of a Dr. 
Muller to whom he went for advice 
about ‘buying arsenic, offered to pro- 
duce the druggist who sold the poison, 
and laid other convicting details before 
the young man, he smiled and said, 
“Well, I-guess I might as well tell the 
truth.” “His confession then followed. 


Tries to Bribe Servant. 


Although Dr.. Waite admitted that he 
had no evidence to support his story, he 
attempted late yesterday afternoon, 
after making his confession, to prepare 
a defense for himself by, bribing Dora 
Hillier, the negro servant, formerly er- 
ployed in his apartment, to. testify that 
she knew of Mr. Peck’s desire to com- 
mit suicide, according to District Attor- 
ney Swann. Mr. Swann said that Dr. 
Waite had given Raymond C. Schindler, 
the private detective employed by the 
dead man’s son, a check for $1,000 made 
to the order of the servant. Mr. Schin- 
dler reported the Doctor’s bribe to the 
District Attorney. 

The District Attorney charges no cul- 
pability against either Dr. Muller or the 
druggist, both of whom-ected in good 
faith. Dr. Waite told them that he 
wanted arsenic to kill a.cat and they 
believed him. They have given valuable 
assistance to the District Attorney. 

Still weak from the powerful drugs 
which he took on Wednesday, Dr. Waite 
was removed frem his apartment last 
night to the prison ward in Bellevue 
Hospital. One reason for his removal 

was fear that he might. attempt suicide 
by jumping from a second story window 
near his bed. The prisoner denied that 
the had sought to destroy, himself with 
the drugs he took on Wednesday, but 
he said yesterday that he wished they 
had killed him, Those who have watched 
and interviewed him in the last two 
days are convinced that his real motive 
in taking the drugs was suicide, a

Channel Liner Sunies Mined or: Suiaiied

LONDON, March 24.—The steamship 
Su@sex, one of the London, Brighton & 
South Coast Railway Company’s cross- 
Channel fleet, came to grief off Dieppe 
today while on the. Folkestone-Dieppe 
service, but it is understood that» all 
the passengers and .the crew were 
saved. She was outward bound from 
Dieppe under the French flag. It is

pedoed. ws 

News of the disaster was at oncé 
communicated by wireless to the French 
coast and every available vessel in 
Dieppe harbor was dispatched.to her 
assistance. A message received late to- 
night said the vessel had been towed 
into a French port. - 

According to officials at the railway 
company’s offices there were 886 pas- 
sengers aboard the Sussex, which also 
carried a French crew of about fifty 
men. 

The Sussex at the time of the attack 
was about three hours out from Folke- 
stone. There were thirty American 
passengers aboard. The great majority 
of the passengers—some 70 per cent., it 


is estimated—were women and children,

chiefly returning Belgian 
refugees.

LONDON, March 24.—Reports reached 
London this afternoon that the Sussex, 
a channel boat playing between Folke- 
stone and Dieppe, tiad been torpedoed 
and there was grave fear that many 
lives had been lost, for the vessel car- 
ried a large number of passengers. 

Several of the dispatches were con- 
flicting and confusing, and alarm con- 
tinued until the Brighton Railroad, 
which operates the boat, issued this 
statement late tonight: 

“The Sussex, sailing under a French 
flag in the Folkestone-Dieppe service, 
met with a mishap somewhere off 
Dieppe on her passage today. There 
were 386 passengers aboard and a crew 
of. about fifty, but it is impossible at 
present to give furthér particulars, nor 
is the passenger list available. At 8:30

HAUCOURT TRENCHES 
TAKEN BY GERMANS 


French Salient Is Narrowed by 
Heavy Pressure of the Foe 
West of the Meuse. 


HILL 304 UNDER HOT FIRE 


Germans Pour Shells from Three 
Sideg on Eminence Which Is 
Key to the French Position. 


LONDON, March 24. — By continued 

pressure in the hotly contested region 
near Malancourt,west of the Meuse, the 
German troops have won two more 
trenches west of Hallmont, according 
tothe official bulletin of the German 
headquarters staff. 
* Parig does not mention any such logs, 
but the evening bulletin of the French 
War Office tells of the intense artillery 
fire which is being directed against the 
woods of Malancourt and Avocourt, just 
to the westward, 

Closely connected with the operattons 
in this region is the activity in the East- 
ern Argonne, only a few miles to the 
west. Here French guns were showering 
shells on German lines of communica- 
tion today, and Nere, too, there was @ 
brisk encounter at Vauquois, where the 
Kaiser’s troops rushed in after a French 
mine explosion and occupied ». first-line 
trench, but were later driven out. 

A Berlin dispatch gives a clear picture 
of the situation west of the Meuse and 
of the crucial importance attached on 
the German side, at least, to Hill 304, 
the highest eminence in the Malancourt- 
Bettincourt region. The dispatch says: 

“The capture of Avocourt Forest and 
Hill 287, northeast thereof, still further 
menaces the French salient on @ line 
running along the southern slope of 
Dead Man’s Hill northward to Bethin- 


court and thence southwestwardly. 
“The new German position in Avo- 
court Forest not only enables them _ to 
direct a more effective flanking fire 
against the French to the east, but also 
makes it more difficult for the French 
pose the German advance to the 
sou of Dead Man’s Hill. 
Hill Under Flanking. Fire. 


“The strongest French position com- 
mands Hill 304,” but this already lies 
under flanking artillery fire on three 
sides, ag does the whole line of their 
rear communications as far as Esnes. 

* Hill 804, however, despite its expos- 
ure to flanking fire, is difficult to take, 
Its steep slopes are wooded more or 


less heavily, with the exception of a few 
hundred yards on the northwest. Its 
capture by the Germans, judging by a 
close study of military maps, would 


/make untenable the whole French posi- 


tion north of a line drawn from Dead 
Man’s Hilt and passing south of Hill 
804 to Avocourt,

Says Wilson’s Mexican_ Policy 
Has Resulted as He Pre- 
dicted It Would. 


BAILED HIS OWN STATEROOM

After a stormy voyage during which

NORTHERN TRIPLE ENTENTE? 


Scandinavian ‘Nations Considering 
a Defensive Alliance. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, March. 24.—Informa- 
tion received here concerning the con- 
ferences that have been in progress in 
Copenhagen between the Governments of 
Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, with 
respect to questions growing out of the 
great war, indicates that the commer- 
cial arrangements contemplated at the 
inception of the conferences will be ex- 
tended so as to provide for a temporary 
political union of the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. The three northern nations are 
considering, with the prospect of affirm- 
ative action, an agreement whereby, if 
one of the three becomes involved in 
the Buropean conflict, the othtrg will 
steadfastly refuse to join with the ene- 
mies of that nation. 

One important outcome of the confer- 
ences was an agreement that the three 
Scandinavian Governments should take

“Don’t Be Surprised if You See 
Willard Drop in Seventh or 
Eighth,” He Says. 


Frank Moran, who will do his best to 
wrest the world’s heavyweight title 
from Willard tonight and will have no 
excuses to make if he does not, spent 
a quiet day in snow-clad Westchester 
yesterday. With Willie Lewis, Moran 
took a long walk, but only once or.twice 
did he break into a run. He dis-

Before Havana fight 
Willard was nothing to be afraid of, 
and I don’t think he is now. I have 
trained more conscientiously for this 
fight than for any bout in my life. I 
am impatient to get into the ring. 
feel confident that I can take Willard’s

have. also decided to remodel the links 
with the intentions of making it the 
finest course in Westchester County. 

Speaking to a New YorkK Times rep- 
resentative last night Anson F. Robin- 
son, Secretary of the Ardsley Club, said: 

We intend to thoroughly remodel the 
course on the east side of Broadway. 
The five holes on the west side will, of 
course, be changed aendy by the ad- 
dition. of traps and per aps a change of 
sites for some of the tees. The hard 
climbs to the North Mountain and South 
Mountain on the fourteenth and tenth 
holes will be eliminated, and by using 
the additional land to be acquired the 
golfer will play around the north side 
of North Mountain through what is 
known as Deer Park, and by this route 
he will wind back toward the present 
eighteenth tee.

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THE MILITARY BILL. 
The passage by the House of Mr. 
“HAY’s military bill is @ relief to the

In offering-a word of welcome and 
cordial greeting to Colonel RoosEVELT 
on his return from journeying in lands 
where all the golden year the Summer 








-iroses blow, we take occasion to give 


him a little comfort and reassurance 
as to the goings-on at a certain meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce of 


jthe State of New York,: held in this 


city the other day, at which, accord- 
ing to the report published in our col- 
umns, more than 500 gentlemen of 
commerce were present, “including a 
“large representation from Wall 
“Street.” The name of THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT, we are told, was “ vigor- 
ously applauded” at this meeting. 

We are afraid the facts cannot be 
‘disputed. It is true that there was 
such a meeting, that Wall Street was 
largely represented, and that the name 
of Mr. RoosEVELT was applauded. It 
is a matter to be explained, it is sus- 
ceptible of explanation. 

It is necessary to bear in mind that 
the principal speaker at the meeting 
was Mr. JosEPH H. CHOATE, whose 
high accomplishments in discourse 
have won him an enduring fame in 
this community, throughout the coun- 
try, and in other lands. The andience 
Mr. CHOATE addressed was made up 
of men, of Wall Street to be sure, but 
men just at that susceptible age when 
they are most deeply moved by the 
sonorous periods of eloquence and stir- 
ring appeals to emotion. At his best 
Mr. CHoaTE is irresistible, and accord- 
ing to veracious reports he was at his 
best on the occasion of this meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce. It was 
the magnetism of the speaker, the per- 
fection of his art, the musical ence 
of his phrases, not the inborn im- 
pulses or calculated prepossessions of 
his hearers that set their young blood 
on fire and evoked the cheers that 
greeted the mention of Colonel Roosz- 
VELT’s name. 

It is vitally important that all this 
should be explained and understood. 
Oklahoma and California must not be 
permitted to assume that Wall Street 
and the Cha’.:ber of Commerce have 
become converted to RoosEVELT. 
Whatever his purposes, the Colonel is 
entitled to a fair chance in the cam- 
paign. It would be grossly unfair to 
him to let the impression prevail that 
high finance and big business of their 
own initiative have joined in the cry 
for his nomination. The Chamber of 
Commerce cheers, must be laid at the 
door of Mr. CHOATE. 











GHOSTLY CONTRABAND. 

Credit as an article of war contra- 
band, subject to capture and confisca- 
tion if discovered on its way to or 
from Germany, is a novelty of many 
aspects. The attempt of Great Brit- 
ain to treat this impalpable commoéd- 
ity as if it were raw cotton, or liquid 
fat, or gold, is, in the first place, a 
denial of theoretical assumptions 
which English economists would re- 
cently have maintained over any 
others in the world. One was the as- 
sumption that credit was exempt from 
artificial means of let or hindrance 
‘and obedient only to the laws of its 
nature. It could no more be prevent- 
ed from moving in the direction of its 
own advantage than the wind. could 
be stopped on its way to possess a 
vacuum. You could threaten it, cajole 
it, build walls around it, and all to 
no avail. You could not intimi- 
date, seize, chastise, or imprison it. 
It had been somehow endowed with a 
protean power to change its. form in-. 
stantly if need be to escape duress or 
captivity. It might be in a given case 
@ piece of paper, engraved and signed 
and sealed upon, representing equl- 
ties in ships, railroads, and facto- 
ries. That one piece might become 
suddenly a thousand pieces all alike, 
except for a difference in the writing 
on the face, : oe 

“How risky!” one might = say. 
“Suppose the paper should burn up.” 
That would not matter, except for the 
inconvenience of making out new 
pieces, for somewhere in a book is a 
number for each piece and a record of 
the owner. That is the advantage of 
wealth in this form. A burglar might 
steal an armfu) of it and be not a penny 
ficher. He could not dispose of it, 
The rightful owner would report the 
‘theft, those pieces of paper would 
be canceled, and new ores issued to 
him. The thing itself is credit, which 





cannot be coerced or stolen. Securities 








other germs, are bank cheeks, certifi- 
cates of deposit, mortgages, and bank- 
books. 

Such being the evasive and Intangi- 
ble nature of credit, one wonders how 
England can really hope to capture it 
as a contraband commodity by the 
simple expedient of seizing American 
securities on their way from Germany 
through Holland to New York. Sev- 
eral millions of dollars’ worth have been 
extracted from the passing Dutch post, 
on the theory that the sale of Amer- 
ican securities owned in Germany and 
the delivery thereof to the New York 


‘buyers could be only for the purpose 


of ‘ereating German credit. in New 
York, In Meu of gold shipments, and 
that the transaction therefore is as 
legitimately open to interference as, 


.for instance, a shipment of German 


g6ld through an English port to New 
York. That would be stopped, of 
course; gold is tangible stuff. Credit 


is not, And tie question first to be 


answered, perhaps, is not whether 
credit may legally be treatedas a 
contraband commodity, but whether, in 
physical teoh, it can be. 

Provided *the incentive is suffictent, 
and so long as there is &ny means 
of communication at all, credit can be 
transferred from Germany to the 
United States in spite of anything that 
may happen to the corporeal form in 
which it so lightly resides. By a coin- 
cidence, the first modern attempt to 
intercept its movements is baffled by a 
means of communication almost as 
ethereal as credit itself, namely, the 
wireless telegraph. Given its other 
and primary requisite, credit need not 
be in the least embarrassed, only slight- 
ly inconvenienced, by losing its length, 
breadth, and thickness in an English 
port. It could exist then in a fourth 
dimension, which is confidence. Every 
piece of paper seized could be invali- 
dated by cancellation and duplication 
here. When securities are lost at sea 
that happens, and no wealth is lost. 
In this case, indeed, the pieces of 
paper need not really be shipped at all, 
for, with an afrangement beforehand, 
their identity alone could be vouched 
for and sold, so that the original paper 
evidences might be destroyed in Berlin 
against duplications in New York. 

And yet credit, so independent of 
physical barriers, so impervious to 
heat, cold, shipwreck, and violence, is 
the frailest of imaginable things. A 
word may destroy A. breath of 
suspicion crushes it to the ground. 
That is why civilized people are ex- 
pected to respect “scraps of paper.” 
The paper is nothing. The respect is 
everything. And credit, it may be add- 
ed, is not always a matter of money 
or solvency. It has a moral aspect. 











RENAMING THE SCHOOLS. 

There is a curious survival in New 
York public boards of the primitive 
belief in the power of names. To 
many savages the name of a person is 
as much a part of him as his head, and 
as subject to the hostile magician, 
Even the gods have secret names, un- 


hoki of them and conquer. Some esti- 
mable but misguided gentlemen on the 
Bowery are trying to change that ven- 
erable name, itself a history of Man- 
hattan and fragrant with its early 
rural Dutch charm. Call it by some 
Pedestrian title like “Central Broad- 
way,” and property values will increase 
at once, they say. So Chatham Street, 
commemorating a famous friend of the 
Colonies, was transformed into Park 
Row, a meaningless and inappropriate 
designation. Names long borne by 
streets have historical significance 
which should not be tampered with. 
They are organic, so to speak. They 
belong here. To substitute others is to 
interrupt the continuity of tradition in 
@ community that needs and should 
cherish what traditions, what of old 
wont and custom and the footsteps of 
the past can live in its helter-skelter 
of change. 

The Board of Education is now con- 
tributing to enlightenment by slapping 
new names on the public schools. It 
forgets, in its zeal for innovation, the 
lowe which thousands of men and wo- 
men in this city, thousands scattered 
over the country, feel for “ Old Public 
School, Number” So and So. It fobs 
the graduates of a part of their asso- 
clations. Their old Genial Mother is 
turned into an Unjust Stepmother. 
The school family name has been al- 
tered. The list of names selected by 
the board is an extraordinary jumble 
of minor and major obscurities, of 
geography, history, and local annals. 
It is withott system, measure, or 
meaning. Old ALEXANDER DE W1T'T, if 
it was he, who spilled the classical dic- 
tionary up-State, at least knew what 
he was doing. In. Manhattan Srtas 
WRIGHT is sandwiched between Ga- 
LILEO and KEPLER, DANIEL WEBSTER 
between Roark Bacon and R. L. Sre- 
VENSON, VITTORIO COLONNA is. next to 
Commodore Barry, LLL Devereux 
BLAKE appeals to the children of suf- 
fragists, the single taxers can send 
their increment to Hewrr Groraz, 
Southerners are propitiated by Wun- 
DELL PHILLIPS and WitLum Luoyp 
Garrison, French, English, and Italian

PROGRESS OF CITY BILLS. 

The Senate has passed the first of 
Senator Brown's bilis for the relief 
of the city. It is the one which puts 
upon the State the cost of the State’s 
regulation of. public utilities in the 
city as well as in the district outside 
the city. It is no part of the city’s 
duty to administer the State’s laws, 
and there is no peculiar privilege to 
the city in so doing. The entire cost 
of this function of the State is thus 
assumed by the State, the city con- 
tinuing to bear the cost of the Com- 
mission of this district. The saving 
to the city will be about a half 
million, | 

An encouraging canvass is published 
regarding the prospect of the bill ap- 
portioning to the city- some part. of 
the highway funds, of whieh it con- 
tributes nearly three-quarters, and 
heretofore has received nothing. 
Either. the State should apportion 
the funds equitably or else the city 
should be relieved of its contribution. 
There is no other fair alternative. In 
support of the contrary proposal there 
is nothing but a technical constitu- 
tional argument by those who are not 
constitutional experts, and who have 
no claim to exercise the functions of 
the courts in that respect. 

Opposition to the legislation empow- 
ering the State to pollute the city’s 
drinking water has brought those plans 
to a standstill, and the législative lead- 
ers are now reported to be anxious to 
refer the whole question to a commis- 
sion, with power to decide it. The Gov- 
ernor has made a statement leaving 
nothing to be desired regarding his 
stand against pollution. Tomake assur. 
ance doubly sure, the city is ready to 
renew its litigation forbidding the 
construction of the State institutions. 
The promoters, therefore, face a 
double veto, and if they wish to pro- 
ceed they must take the risk. That 
they appreciate the precariousness of 
their. legislative situation appears 
from their putting forward a justifi- 
cation of their position on the main 
question. They are not desirous that 
the institutions should be built there, 
but they are opposed to the restric- 
tions sought to be placed upon their 
property. All the rights they lose 
are the rights to the hoped-for profits 
from the establishment of a city on 
the Croton watershed. The restric- 
tions to which they are asked to sub- 
mit, though less in degree, are the 
same in kind as those proposed upon 
private property rights in the plan 
for the districting of the city. 

The city has come to see that 
private property owners have not an 
unlimited right to improve their prop- 
erty in any manner they please, if it 
be injurious to other private interests. 
Public opinion has stopped that wrong, 
and it is about_to be made a provision 
of law. The application of that 
principle in Westchester is strength- 
ened by the fact that the proposed 
restrictions Gpen private property 
rights are for the protection of public 
rights of an imperative nature, Be- 
sides, the restrictions are beneficial 
even to the property. owners, Only 
for a very few owners, and within a 
limited area, would property be bene- 
fited by the establishment of the in- 
stitutfons. All outside that area 
would be prejudiced by. what is re- 
garded as a nuisance. It is a strange 
thing that Westchester is asking for 
the establishment of @ nuisance. 
Progress along the proposed. lines is’ 
so impossible that Westchester. itself 
must see that its true interests are 
against a state of suspended anima- 
tion for the doomed project. In that 
respect the interests of State, city, 
and county are identical. Next to the 
importance of a right decision is a 
decision which decides quickly and 
finally.

Therefore the manu- 
facturers have assured the officers of 
the Safety First Society of their hearty 
co-operation in securing the passage of 
laws like those now before the New 
York Legislature, requiring all drivers 
of automobiles to be licensed, and all 
licenses to be based on a demonstration 
“of competence, — before competent 
examiners. 

This shows that, as between the manu- 
facturers and the selling agents, the 
former, as might be expected, have a 
better understanding of the expedient 
than the latter—that they see further 


‘and deeper. Self-interest is the guide of 


both, but the one class realize that public 
safety must be considered before the im- 
mediate dollar, while the other class are 
more shortsighted. Of course no system 
of examinations likely to be established 
will detect and exclude all the would- 
‘be drivers of auf®mobiles to whom, for 
one reason or another, Mcenses should 
be refused.

in comparison with what our expedition

On the other hand, there is something 
distinctly, and «therefore significantly, 
distasteful to instincts even moderately 
sensitive in thus offering to pay for the 
killing or betrayal of Vita, murderous 
bandit thougn he is. As an enemy, not 
only to ourselves but of the human race, 
no good faith, as all moralists admit, 
is owed to him, and there is much 
cogency in the argument that the quick- 
est and cheapest and safest way to get 
rid of him forever is the best way—and 
@ good enough way as well. Just the 
same, one feels that it is not a really 
nice way. 

For one thing, it involves eonbiibthe 
like a confession of our army’s inabil- 
ity to do neatly what in theory, at 
least, ought to be a rather easy job. 
For another, it necessitates the employ- 
ing and paying of somebody whom it 
would not be pleasant to meet—some- 
body in all probability thought by ViLLa 
to be a friend and faithful follower. 
Glad, or at any rate willing, as most 
of us might be to avail ourselves of that 
person’s services, our estimate of his 
character would be rather lower than 
that accorded to a public hangman—an 
official from whose touch or proximity, 
though he is a servant of high justice, 
instinct tells us, not in vain, to shrink 
in something between disgust and horror. 

There are vaiid objections to the of- 
fering of rewards even for the appre- 
hension of ordinary criminals in the 
ordinary course of police precedure. To 
do so substitutes money for duty as a 
motive for action, and tends to cause 
inertness in cases that do not promise 
pecuniary profit. It is a notable fact 
that this Congressional offer of blood 
money forbids the giving of it to any- 
body in the service of the United States. 
That, at least, is right. Whether or net 
to offer the reward at all is one of the 
borderland questions to which = every 
answer seems to be wrong. 

And, besides, the man who got the 
$50,000 would probably start a new 
revolution with it!

Those who Know Pascin will be jnter- 
ested to hear that a ‘quite: remarkable 
collection of his paintings and drawings 
are on view, ‘with’ ‘works by Arthur 
Davies and Walt Kuhn, at the Macbeth 
Galleries, fitting into that sedate en- 
vironment with great docility. . Those 
who have not éncountered this exotic 
master of vital caricature will have an 
electric shock. Pascin belongs artis- 
tically to the satiric genre. Bosch and 
Breughel are his intellectual prototypes, 
although his amazing technique has been 
developed along strictly modern lines 
and expresses a strictly modern feeling 
for color relations. His Cuban types 
are monstrous enough, but they are. 
types and not creations of fantasy. If 
they had appeared in the fifteenth cen- 
tury they would have been demons, 
Their chin, short legs supporting inflated 
bodies would -have grouped themselves 
naturally in a pageant of ‘‘ Terrestrial 
Joys"; their relaxations would have 
provided material for a ‘‘ Temptation of 
Of course, to the twen- 
tieth century there is nothing for amuse- 
ment in these deviations from what we 
think of as the “normal.” The time 
is long past when monstrosity was 
laughter provoking, But laughter is not 
in this scheme, which is attuned both 
to beauty and character, far as the 
former may seem.from the subject mat- 
ter. Nor is beauty gained alone by im- 
plication through the emphasis laid 
upon. ugliness. Together with Daumier, 
Pascin, by his control of his medium, 
wrests from ugliness and deformity their 
utmost power to charm. The observer, 
holding himself cautiously aloof from 
prejudice and noting the range of heav- 
enly tones of color in such a canvas 
as *‘ Spring in Tampa ’’ with its almost 
unbearable revelation of human license, 
its revolting distortion of human pro- 
portions, dreams of the beauty that 
would result from the application of 
such color to noble form. No doubt h 
dream is fairer than any painter oo 
have made it in translation by Dp ent, 
and in this way the psycholo would 
say Pascin has emphasized beauty. 

The psychologist is not, however, 
popular.with the man in the street who 
without understanding the application 
of the same theory to a musical ex- 
travaganza on Broadway enjoys the lat- 
ter and abhors Pascin. It all comes to 
this: primal impulses cannot get to the 
surface in. a civilized. community with- 
out the aid of beauty. Pascin, provides 
the primal impulses in abhorrent form 
and veils them in exquisite color. He 
has caught the very character of the 
human jungle in Southern latitudes and 
his satiric comment is worthy of a 
Rabelais. His black and white and 
water-color sketches are mordant, yet 
more restrained. He is marvelous with 
his pen @nd there is something tonic 
in turning to its snapping accent from 
the lush vegetatién of his oil color. 

Mr. Davies exhibits a number of 
paintings, but one suffices to adorn this 
tale of Davies versus Pascin. It is 
called ‘‘ Wild He-Goat Dance,” and 
contains quite as much of primal 4im- 
pulse as ‘‘ Spring at Tampa,’’ but the 
painter has rendered unto the animal 
world that which belongs to it, and 
has refrained. from. dragging in. hu- 
manity. The beautiful forms of his 
goats and the enchanting color with 
the sweet caprice of the baby riders 
make of the composition—devised with 
infinite science—a bit of loveliness at 
which none may cavil. The energy in 
the rhythmic caperings of the goats is 
like the energy of Welsh music. 

Walt Kuhn’s pictures rather over- 
power those of his companions. The 
fluency that makes mystery of their 
color schemes becorhes with him a sus- 
tained harsh note. Large, - unbroken 
areas of color and a line that sets itself 
like flint against the suggestion of 
movement give prominence to his work, 
but the visitor wonders a little why 
it is there in this gallery of subtleties. 
Perhaps it is there to give courage to 
the old-fashioned ones who need some- 
thing positive that will stand still to 
be attacked. Mr. Kuhn is positive 
enough, lusty and vigorous; and he is 
not difficult to read: the idiom of the 
other two is practically untranslatable, 
as untranslatable as the argot of the 
old Latin Quarter. 


OUR FLAG IN CANADA. 


Sir John Willison Explains the 
Feeling Across the Border. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

One of your correspondents declares. 
that upon any occasion where it is neo- 
essary to exhibit the American flag at 
theatres or moving, picture shows in 
Canada it greeted ‘with disdain and 
hisses. .May I say that I was born in 
Canada and have lived in this country 
all my life?

After a lull which lasted about as long 
as did the recent outburst of activity 
in stocks the demand for bonds and 
for high-grade investment stocks has 
again within the last few days been 
asserting itself in a way which bears 
striking testimony to the abundance of 
capital in this country and to the wide- 
spread disposition among those with 
money to invest, to place their funds 
in high-grade issues. At the moment 
it is evident that the public is much 
more interested in investment than in 
speculation, That -is a mood. which 
should’ be encouraged for the good of 
the investor as well as for the good of 
the financial situation as a whole, 

As it happens the opportunities to 
obtain high-grade American securities 
are exceptional. One of the chief 
réasons for this is that Europe is still 
offering back to this market many se- 
curities of prime sort which have for 
tong years. been buried in the strong 
boxes of individual investors and of in- 
stitutions who are now disposing of 
them in.response to the Government’s 
appeal for the mobilization of British- 
held foreign securities as a step in the 
plans for the support of British credit. 
Stocks which would have been held in- 
définitely, and bonds, many of them 
underlying issues, which probably but 
for the war would have been held by 
their European owners until they ma- 
tured, are now coming into the posses- 
sion of our own investors. -Our ability 
to absorb these home-coming securities 
and at the same time to cover several 
times over such an issue as the $75,000,- 
000 of Canadian Government bonds is 
one of the best proofs which could be 
offered of the country’s ability to fill 
its new place in world finance.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Values Raised in Accordance with 
Higher Prices Abroad. 


The Linen Thread Company won be- 
fore the Board of General Appraisers 
yesterday in a controversy dealing with 
the classification of machines for mak- 
ing fish nets. The Collector at Boston 
took duty at the rate of 25 per cent. 
under the provision reading ‘‘ machines 
for making lace curtains, nets, or net- 
tings.” The claim sustained was for 
entry at 20 per cent. as *“‘ manufactures 
of ‘metal not specially provided for.” 
The board had already ruled in an 
earlier case that machines of this kind 
were properly dutiable under the gen- 
eral metal provision of the law, but the 
Collector held to the view that as the 
machines in question were equipped 
with 152 shuttles and were of the 25mm, 
variety they were excluded from the 
lace or net machine paragraph.

Mary Interests, Some Heretofore 
In the Opposition, Agree That

\¥For more than an hour and a half.the 
question of the new Court House was 
argued yesterday before the Board of 
Estimate. Supporting the request of the 
Court House Board for $7,500,000 for the 
construction contract was a large gath- 
‘ering of citizens, representing. such di- 
- verge interests as the Judges’ and Law- 
yers’ associations, the Advisory Council 

of Real Estate Interests, the City Club, 
the New York State Federation of Labor, 
and the Board of Fire Underwriters. Op- 
“posed to it were a number of real estate 

men. 

The Board of Estimate seemed divided, 
and no vote was taken. President Dowl- 
ing of the Aldermen said he thought 
that the needs of the schools should 
come before those of the Court House, 
and fear was expressed that the $7,500,- 

“900 would not cover the construction 
cost. On the other hand, speakers 

- pointed out that delay meant increased 
expenses and that the city must either 
go on or-abandon the project and pocket 
an enormous loss. 

Morgan J: O’Brien, H. Clifford Potter, 
@nd Charles Steckler appeared for the 
Court House Board. Mr, O’Brien pointed 
out that the question had been before 
the Board of Estimate for thirteen years 
and that the time had come when every- 
thing was ready, if the city would ap- 
propriate the money. 

‘I-can see only two things to do,’’ 
he said, ‘‘either grant the money at 
once or abandon the project. All the 
Court House Board can do is done.’’ 

Justice Newburger for the Supreme 
Court and Judge La Fetra for the City 
‘ Court urged the need of a new building. 

Then the cost of the building, accord- 
ing to the revised plans, was argued, and 
Controller Prendergast said that if it 
could be shown that the Court House 
could be finished, all but the furniture, 
for $7,500,000, the board -was i gr ar 
to go on. Mr. O’Brien assured 
the only matter taken out in the re- 
vision of the plans which would have to 
be reckoned with later was the heating 
and lighting, and that.was only because 
the city had not decided upon its policy 
concerning heat and light for all public 
buildings near the City Hall. 

Samuel H Stone, a real estate man, 
said that if the site were sold the city 
would only get about one-third of the 

11,000,00 or $12,000,000 it paid for it. He 

urged that if the cit stopped now and 
began af again it would lose more in the 
Mr. Stone said he represented

Mill Owners Now Hesitate About

PATERSON, N. J., March .24,—The 
labor situation here assumed a some- 
what ‘‘ muddled ’’ appéarance tonight.

Several of the 
owners were for arbitration and some 
were almost ready to grant the nine- 
hour day at once, while a few were for 
holding to the manufacturers’ original 
proposition of a _ nine-and-a-half-hour 
neve 2 May 1 and a nine-hour day on 
svov. i. 

The Brotherhood of American Silk 
Workers also expressed fear today that 
the entrance of the I. W. W. into the 
fight might mean trouble.

of Staten Islanders. — 


EAT PAINT OFF HOUSES 


‘Noxious Gases from Oll and Chem- 


Ileal. Works Have Been a Nul- 
‘sance for Many Years. 


The State of New’ York will bring an 
original action in the Supreme Court of 
the United States against the Inter- 
national Nickel Company, the Standard 
Oil Conrpany of New Jersey, the Bergen- 
port Chemical Company, and the Gen- 
eral Chemical Company to obtain relief 
from the alleged smoke and fume 
nuisance, which for years has been the 
subject of complaint of Staten Islanders 
living on the northwest shore, according 
to Deputy Attorney. General Leonard J. 
Obermeier. Governor Whitman has in- 
structed Attorney General Woodbury to 
begin ‘proceedings in the highest court, 
and Mr. Obermefer has been: ordered to 
file a complaint. 

“The people on Staten Island have 
much more of a grievance than those 
on Manhattan against this fume ngui- 
sance,”’ said Mr..Obermeier yesterday. 
**On account of the comparatively nar- 
rower stretcn of water that separates 
them from the New Jersey shore the 
poisonous gas-containing vapors are 
much more. obnoxious to:them. These, 
I am tola, eat the paint off the 
sides of houses, have ruined tin cornices, 
and have killed plant life and vegetation,

plaint to er bid wa Department of Health 
and bgg & neral for many 
years. oy gs ck as the time of 
Governor page the complaints were 
so numerous that the Governor ordered 
Dr. Eugene ‘H. Porter, State Commis- 
sioner of Health at that time, to make 
‘an investigation. The investigation was 
made in 1 and 1908, and it was found 
that these pants on Constable Hook in 
Bayonne, » constituted a public 
nuisance. Again in 1918 an investi 
tion was made, and recent H th 
Commissioner Biggs found at these 
plants were a source of nuisance 

‘* Despite these complaints which have 
covered so many years no sitive ac- 
tion has ever been taken up to the pres- 
ent time. All that the State has done 
has been to secure repeated promises 
that the nuisance would be stopped. 

‘* In justice to these companies, against 
whom the complaint will made, I 
must say that it appears to me that 
they have tried very hard to remedy 
this themselves They say they have 
installed every ‘known device for elimi- 
nating the fumes, and have employed 
experts of various kinds to discover a 
means of ending the trouble. Professor 
Baskerville of the College of the City 
of New York, I understand, has been 
employed by the Standard Oil Company 
to show them how to dispose of the 
noxious vapors.
